He is Garold F. Dunham, 
presiding minister of the Tor- 
ance congregation of Jeho- 
ah's Witnesses, who is super- 
'isor of the trucking depart­ 

ment to supply 35,000 dele- 
jates at the "Lifegiving Wis- 
lorh" convention of the Wit­ 

nesses now being held at 
Wrigley Field.

Angeles' largest convention of 
he year.

Heads Trucking 
In the roofing business for 

many years, Mr. Dunham is in 
harge of hauling food, plants, 
hrubs and miscellaneous 

equipment to and from the 
onvention grounds. 

More than 13,500 plants 
were hauled to the site to 

lace on the stage, as well as 
12-foot globe depicting ac- 

ivities of Witnesses through- 
iut the world. It weighed more 
ban 500 pounds. For the 
dtchen, he was in charge of 
muling 20 large stoves, 15 
10-gallon steam kettles, two 
mge mixers, and tons of vari­ 

ous kinds of food for the dele­ 
gates.

At the' Witnesses' last con­ 
vention in New York, the 
Army and ' Navy sent repre­ 
sentatives to learn how so 
much equipment could be 
brought in to serve so many 
people so quickly.

The Armed Services' repre­ 
sentative told the Witnesses 
that they couldn't handle the 
same amount of people so 
quickly.

"Because Jehovah's Wit­ 
nesses are a society of min­ 
isters, they spend most of 
their time in taking In .life- 
giving knowledge at their con­ 
ventions," Mr. Dunham said. 
"For that reason all the con­ 
veniences are made available 
for them on the convention 
grounds by volunteer workers. 
There are no labor-manage­

ment problems with Jehovah's 
Witnesses."
